Pennsylvania newspapers lin- 
ed up behind a campaign to pur-

The Press also went "all out" 
for civilian defense and other home 
front wartime activities. 


Serious Problems 


These services, given freely and 


enthusiastically, posed a problem 
for publishers and editors that the 
average reader would not fully un- 
derstand. Make-up formulas had to 
be carefully revised for practically 
every newspaper, due to ever-tight- 
ening restrictions. Peacetime "bal- 
ance" was turned topsy-turvy by 
war's effect on normal proportions 
and types of advertising. 
Skillfully, 


the papers were trimmed and bal- 
anced, and only a few were forced 
to make drastic changes. Some fea- 
tures were thrown out, after a study 
of "reader interest"; others were re- 
duced In size.

widths, type sizes and the use of spe- 
cial typographical "dress." Sports 
pages were condensed, and even the 
comic strips grew narrower 
and

JAPS REPORT 
STEAMER SUNK 
BY ALLIED SUB 


(By The Associated Press) 


An 
Allied 
submarine, 
slipping 


soldly into the waters off Japan's 
vest coast, sank a Japanese steamer 
Tuesday in an attack which took 
he lives of more than 500 persons, 
Tokyo broadcasts 
declared today. 


There is little doubt that the sub- 
marine was American. 


The steamer, which plied between 


Shimonoseki on the principal Jap- 
anese island of Honshu and Puson, 
Korea, was on its regular ferry run, 
according to a Domei news agency 
broadcast quoting a railway minis- 
,ry announcement. 


The Domei broadcast, as recorded 


by the Associated Press, said the 
steamer was the Konron Maru, and 
a Tokyo broadcast of the railways 
ministry, recorded and translated 
from the Japanese by XT. S. govern- 
ment monitors, gave the name as 
Hondon Maru. 


72 Of 616 Saved 


Despite strenuous efforts by war- 


ships and Naval planes to rescue 
the passengers and crew, Tokyo said, 
only 72 of the 616 persons aboard 
bad been reported saved up to the 
time of the announcement at 6:30 
p. m. Tokyo time (5:30 a. m., EWT). 
Rough seas and 
communication 


trouble were said to have hampered 
the rescue work. 


The 
announcement 
said 
the 


steamer was hit by a single torpedo 
and sank, "after several seconds." 
It described the site of the attack 
as in the vicinity of Oki island 
some 130 square miles in size, which 
lies in the Tsushima strait between 
Japan and Korea separating the 
East China sea and the Sea of 
Japan. 


In reporting the receipt of the 


Tokyo broadcast, the Office of War 
Information said that to penetrate 
those waters "an Allied submarine 
would have to dare risks almost, if 
not as great, as those that con- 
fronted the U. S. submarine that 
made its way into Tokyo harbor."

EXTRA SHOES 


FOR KIDDIES, 
SOME ADULTS 


Children who wear out or outgrow 


their shoes at a particularly fast 
rate and adults with extra shoe re- 
quirements need not suffer hardship 
because of the longer shoe ration 
period (probably six months) an- 
nounced last week by the Office of 
Price Administration, that agency 
said today. 


OPA pointed out that the shoe 


rationing program recognizes the 
great differences in individual shoe 
needs. Ration stamps are trans- 
ferable among family members liv- 
ing in the same household so that 
the stamps can be shared according 
to need. There is also a provision 
by which growing children, indus- 
trial workers and others who need 
additional shoes may get special 
shoe stamps if they would suffer 
lardship by being limited to the 
egular 
family 
stamp 
allowance. 


The procedure for getting these 
pecial shoe stamps is simple. 


Application Form 


1. If a child or adult needs shoes 


and the family quota of regular ra- 
ion stamps has been spent, he may 
jet an application form for a special 
shoe stamp from his local rationing 
Doard. This application may be ob- 
.ained from the board on written 
request and can be mailed back to 
the board when it is filled out. The 
form is simple. It requires a mini- 
mum of information about shoes 
needed and shoes owned so that in 
most cases the boards can act 
promptly. 


2. Local boards may grant the 


special shoe stamp to an applicant 
if he has less than two pairs of 
wearable shoes that will fill his 
need. 
Types of shoes for which 


iiese stamps may be issued include 
children's shoes, special work shoes, 
adult's shoes for general wear, and, 
in a few cases, shoes required for 
health reasons. Since extra rations 
must be limited strictly to wartime 
needs, no special shoe stamps will 
be granted to persons who want to 
buy shoes merely for such reasons 
as style or personal appearance.

Grouse, September 28, on Route 30 
about 2 miles east of Gettysburg at 
about 6:45 p. m." 


Stotler's testimony was substan- 


tiated by Mrs. Stotler, who testified 
the two men had had only a pint 
of whiskey to drink during 
the 


course of the afternoon, and that the 
two had seemed "in good condition" 
when seen by Mrs. Barnes and Mrs. 
Stotler near the Moose home some- 
time before the 
accident. Mrs. 


Barnes presented the same testi- 
mony. 


Harry Grouse, Gettysburg R. D., 


driver of the other car involved, 
told the jury that he, Richard Utz 
and Edmund Power were driving 
home from York, September 28, and 
were about-two miles from. Gettys- 
burg when a car going east on the 
road, '"left its lane and came straight 
across the road at us." Grouse said 
he pulled off the highway to the 
right but could not avoid the on- 
coming car. The Stotler car, Grouse 
said, hit his vehicle on the-side and 
then continued on down the road 
for some distance. Grouse said after 
the accident he called for the am- 
bulance and then had helped Utz 
and Power into a car driven by a 
passing motorist who offered to take 
the men to the hospital. 


Dr. Bruce N. Wolff told the jury 


of the injuries received by the 
various men involved in the acci- 
dent. Utz suffered a fractured skul!. 
chest injuries and abdominal in- 
juries, Doctor Wolff said, with the 
fractured skull apparently causing 
his death two days after the acci- 
dent. 


Barnes, Doctor Wolff said, wa.c 


irrational when brought to the hos- 
pital and that the "odor of alcohol 
was definitely noticeable." 
Stotler 


"also apparently had been drinking," 
Doctor Wolff said. 


Ed. McCleaf, Gettysburg R. D., 


who was driving a car behind 
Grouse, said he saw the Stotler car 
swerve across the highway anc 
strike the Grouse car. A great cloud 
of dust obscured his view of the 
cars, McCleaf said, and then the 
Stotler car came out of the dus 
headed directly for McCleaf's ve- 
hicle. McCleaf said he had to pu 
his car into second and swervt 
sharply to the left to avoid bein; 
hit by the Stotler machine. He wen 
over to the Stotler car after it cami 
to rest against an embankment 
McCleaf said, and saw both Stotler 
and Barnes on the floor. Prom the 
positions of the bodies he could not 
tell which man was driving, Mc- 
Cleaf asserted. 


"Terrific Rate of Speed" 


Private Ackerson said he follow- 


ed Corporal C. F. Temke of the 
local state police to the scene of the ! 
accident and that their investiga- 
tion disclosed that the Stotler car 
had hit the Grouse vehicle and Ihfii 
continued 2GO feet east on the high- 
way before coming to a stop against 
an embankment. An axle had been 
bent on the Stotler car when it hit j 
the Grouse machine, Ackerman said, [ 
and the knee action of the vehicle 
had left a mark for that distance 
along the highway. "In my opinion " 
Ackerson declared, "In order for a 
car to travel 260 feet with on axle 
bent and dragging, it would have 
had 1o be traveling at a terrific rate 
of speed."

72 Of 616 Saved 
Despite strenuous efforts by w ar­ 
ships and Naval planes to rescue 
the passengers and crew, Tokyo said, 
only 72 of the 616 persons aboard 
had been reported saved up to the 
time of the announcem ent at 6:30

2. Local boards may grant the 
special shoe stam p to an applicant 
if he has less than two pairs of 
wearable shoes th a t will fill his 
need. 
Types of shoes for which 
these stam ps may be issued include 
children’s shoes, special work shoes, 
adult’s shoes for general wear, and. 
In a few cases, shoes required for 
health reasons. Since extra rations 
m ust be limited strictly to wartime 
needs, no special shoe stam ps will 
be granted to persons who want to 
buy shoes merely for such reasons 
as style or personal appearance.

The clashes took place 


around the German strongholds of 
Vitebsk, Mogilev and Gomel, where 
the Nazis attempted to relieve in- 
creasing Red army pressure on these 
enemy bates. 


Repulse 4 Drives 


The Germans launched four sep- 


arate counter-drives in front of 
Vitebsk, supported in force by tanks 
and low-flying planes, the Moscow 
communique said but declared they 
were repulsed and that several vil- 


lages fell Into Russian hands. 


The Germans also lost heavily 


when they struck against Soviet ad- 
vanced positions 45 miles east of 
Mogilev, the Russians said. On an- 
other salient, they declared, Red 
army troops stormed a strongly 
fortified point and dislodged the 
enemy after a brisk encounter, the 
Russians also succeeded in improv- 
ing their positions near Gomel, 
which they had partially surrounded' 
before the heavy autumn rains 
slowed down their drive into White 
Russia. Red army units were said to 
oe less than 13 miles from this vital 
rail center.

MORE BUTTER 


IN STORAGE 
SAYS REPORT 


Harrisbnrg, Oct. 7 (AP)—Pennsyl- 


vania farmers worked an average of 
more than 13 hours daily during 
the summer months, the Department 
of Agriculture reported today. 


A sampling study by the Federal- 


State crop reporting service of the 
Department also showed farm hands 
in the state worked an average of 
lO'/i to 11 hours during the same 
period, ending September 1, an in- 
crease of a half hour over the 1939 
working day but no gain for that of 
1940. 


Secretary Miles Horst added that 


data on total employment on farms 
in Pennsylvania is unavailable but 
that in the nation an increase of 
112,000 over 1942 to 11,502,000 was 
reported on September 1. The na- 
tional total included an increased 
number of family workers. 


"The most recently available count 


of farm workers," he added, "in 
Pennsylvania is from the U. S. Cen- 
sus of 1940, which gives approxi- 
mately 312,000 for late September, 
1939 
The national figure for hired 


workers on September 1 was three 
per cent less than a year previous 
and about three per cent below the 
five-year average, 1938-1942." 


Batter in Storage 


Butter held to cold storage in 


Pennsylvania increased nearly 1,- 
500,000 pounds in August, the Agri- 
c u l t u r e department announced, 
bringing total holdings on Septem- 
ber 1 to 10,104,000 pounds, or 3,600,- 
000 pounds more than reported on 
June 1. 


An increase of 900,000 pounds in 


the holdings of frozen eggs and 707,- 
000"p0Hnds in-cold storage^poultry 
on the same date also was reported. 


American cheese to storage in the 


state totalled 7,333,000 pounds, a de- 
crease of 379,000 pounds; shell eggs, 
265,000 crates, a drop of 21,000 crates, 
and cream, 1,320,000 quarts, a de- 
cline of 600,000 quarts for the month 
ending September 1.

Pennsylvania appeared assured, the 
Department said; because of the 
record number o£ chicks hatched to 
commercial hatcheries during the 
first eight months of this year. 


A Federal-State crop preliminary 


report showed 57,656,000 chicks were 
hatched 
between January ,1 and 


September 1, an increase of approxi- 
mately 12,500,000 over the same 1942 
period. Eggs set to hatch also gain- 
ed more than 19,000,000 during the 
same period. 


Late Tobacco 


Drought retarded development of 


late planted crops of Pennsylvania 
seedleaf tobacco, the Federal-State 
crop service added in another report. 


"Much of the seedleaf tobacco 


this year has small leaves and the 
tobacco worm was unusually bad on 
both the early and late plantings," 
the report said 
"These conditions 


are largely responsible for a reduc- 
tion of 40 pounds to yeld per acre,

Lieutenant Ha- 
cerstroh said. 


Two other empty cartridges were 


found in the gun, the police officer 
said, but the markings indicated 
they had been fired quite some time 
in the past.

Serve Special Meals 


In answer to inquiries, the Harris- 


burg District OPA office today ex- 
plained how organized groups, such 
as parent-teacher associations, may 
obtain food for serving occasional 
meals under present ration regula- 
tions. 


Lodges, church clubs, P.T.A.'s and 


other similar organizations may ob- 
tain food for group meals served 
outside the homes of members in a 
number of different ways, OPA said, 
and planning such meals should 
present no particular ration prob- 
lem. 


However, since foods are rationed 


because they are scarce, consumers 
are urged not to make extra de- 
mands on limited supplies for such 
occasions unless conditions make it 
really necessary. 


A simple alternative is to have 


persons who are to share a group 
meal contribute the food. This prac- 
tice is in keeping with rationing 
regulations, OPA said, since rationed 
foods may be contributed to a meal 
which the donor shares. To a large 
extent, if the group wishes to help 
the wartime food problem it will 
plan to use the more plentiful un- 
rationed foods.

VINSON'S PLEA 
FOR HUGE TAX 
GOES UNHEEDED 


Washington, Oct. 8 (AP) — A 


warning that inflation threatens the 
nation, voiced by Economic Stabili- 
zation Director Fred M. Vinson 
failed Thursday to kindle congres- 
sional enthusiasm for the adminis- 
tration's $10,500,000,000 new tax pro- 
gram. 


Vinson pleaded apparently in vain 


for the program before the House 
Ways and Means committee, de- 
claring, that the additional taxes 
were "a minimum requirement" to 
head off inflation and bring in 
needed wartime revenue. 


However, the bi-partisan opposi- 


tion to so large a tax increase con- 
tinued unabated and leading mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means group 
indicated that a bill would be drawn 
for a sharply reduced figure, prob- 
ably nearer $5,000,000,000. 


"Grave" Threat 


Vinson testified yesterday that the 


threat of inflation was "grave," 
menacing the value of government 
bonds and savings, "our insurance 
policies and our homes." 


The additional taxes, he said, are 


needed to siphon off a part of the 
$136,000,000,000 in purchasing power 
which in 1944 will be bidding for 
the $90,000,000,000 of available goods 
and services. Vinson was invited to 
appear again today as the tax hear- 
ings resumed. 


Treasury Secretary Morgenthau 


presented the administration tax 
plan to Congress Monday, proposing' 
large increases in levies on individ- 
ual and corporate incomes and on 
so-called 
luxuries. 
Congressional 


reaction showed quickly that the 
program, as presented, had no 
chance of becoming law.

Pulpwood Cutting 


Governor Edward Martin 
has 


issued a special proclamation ap- 
pealing to woodland farmers and 
woodcutters in Pennsylvania to "en- 
list in the Victory Pulpwood Drive 
and to devote at least three extra 
days to cutting pulpwood this fall " 


Praising the newspapers for their 


part in calling attention to the 
serious shortages of pulpwood, the 
governor said in part: 


"Pulpwood is vital to the progress 


of the war because of its widespread 
use in smokeless powder, paper- 
board containers for shells, food and 
ammunition for our fighting forces, 
blod plasma kits, rayon and paper 
parachutes and many other war 
essentials. 


"Official figures Indicate a short- 


age of 2,500,000 cords under the 
minimum of 13,000,000 cords needed 
for war and essential civilian re- 
quirements for 1943. This is a mat- 
ter of deep concern."

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20,000 Perished In Shelters Of 
Hamburg; Bodies Are Reduced To 


Ashes; Fight Flames For Oxygen

Bern, Switzerland, Oct. 8 (AP) — 


The terrific Allied bombing of Ham- 
burg -which leveled that vital Ger- 
man port in early August was de- 
scribed today as a holocaust in 
which men, women and children 
fought against fire for the oxygen 
of the air with fire winning the 
battle as the flames soared to a 
height of six kilometers (3.7 miles). 


The Swiss newspaper Allgemeine 


Volkezeitung said that almost no 
one escaped in the heavily populated 
area of many square kilometers on 
which the Allied planes planted a 
"carpet" of hundreds of thousands 
of explosive and incendiary bombs. 


A phenomenon resulted in which

90-Year-Old Patient Is 


Enjoying Stay In Hospital; 


First Illness In 80 Years 


Jacob A. Stock, 38 North Wash- 


ington street, who will be 91 Apnl 
9, is recuperating from an appen- 
dectomy at the Warner hospital— 
the first illness he has had in 80 
years. 


Oldest man ever to be operated 


upon for a ruptured appendix at 
this hospital, he devotes much of 
his time during his convalescence to 
recalling, with visitors, stories of the 
early days of Gettysburg. Many of 
the stories relate to the hunting in 
this section in former years, the de- 
velopment of the town and some of 
the history of the 65 years during 
which he worked as a shoemaker. 


During the early years there were 


no ready-made shoes of any ac- 
count, he recalls, and most people 
had their shoes made directly by 
local shoemakers. 
There were 19 


shoemakers in the town at one time. 
Over 7,000 pairs of shoes were made 
by Mr. Stock during the years he 
engaged in that business. 


He took part in his first hunt at 


the age of 11 when he joined his 
father in rabbit hunting in Septem- 
ber, two months after the Battle of 
Gettysburg. Some of the ammuni- 


tion used by him and his father, the 
late Jacob Stock, was recovered 
from the battlefield where thev had 
discovered a box full of unused 'm.- 
munition. 


While all types of game abounded 


in the area, fox hunting was a fav- 
orite sport of the early day.s and 
hundreds of the animals were kill- 
ed and captured in this vicinity and 
in York county. Mr. Stock sent a 
number of foxes he caught to Phil- 
adelphia where they were used by 
the hunt clubs. 


Battle Recollections 


When he was removed to the hos- 


pital about two weeks ago, he was 
"placed near my original home," Mr 
Stock said. The house in which he 
was born is situated near the hos- 
pital on South Washington street, 
near South street. 


Confederates occupied the build- 


ing during one stage of the battle of 
Gettysburg, he added. , 


The Confederates were apparently 


a sniping outfit and the Union 
turned much fire power against the 
house.

stantly increasing "air chimney'' in 
which the flames mounted higher 
and higher, increasing in violence 
and finally forming a compact roof

have developed to such an extent at 
Hamburg that the movement of 
the air was comparable to a ty- 
phoon—a gigantic force pumping air 
from all directions and the streets 
serving as conduits with 
flames 


rushing through them to meet the 
offered oxygen. A life and death 
struggle ensued between the flames 
and the people, the latter inevitably 
losing. 


The fire, the newspaper said Con- 


sumed the last bit of oxygen in cel- 
lars and finally exhausted that in 
air raid shelters which at the same 
time were subjected to unbearable 
heat. At the start of the bombing 
—when there was still time — the 
people did not dare leave the shel- 
ters to face the hail of flaming 
bombs. 


Hamburg authorities who directed 


the cleanup work said only a min- 
ute percentage of the 
population 


that dared flee when 
the 
attack 


started, escaped. 
A few minutes 


later the attacked area was encir- 
cled by fire from which not even the 
widest streets and public squares 
could afford refuge. 


Those who remained in the shel- 


ters—where at least 20,000 persons 
perished—were i educed to ashes 
The authorities were quoted as say- 
ing that the heat surpassed that of 
incinerators. 
One doctor observed 


that the combustion of bones was 
more 
complete than 
in normal 


crematories. There were no traces 
for identification. 


Fifth Army 
Batters Way 
• 


To Volturno

Allied Headquarters, Algiers, Oct. 


8 (AP)—Battling in heavy rain and 
mud, 
Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark's 


Fifth Army has forged ahead and 
reached the Volturno river, the Ger- 
man defense line north of Naples, on 
a 16-mile front from Capua to the 
sea. 
Allied headquarters announced 


today. 


Captured in the advance were 


Capua, on the south side of the 
river, where there is an important 
crossing, and Castel Volturno at 
the river mouth, 97 airline miles 
from Rome. 


10-Mile Advance 


Capua, the main town on the 


Mazzoni plain on which the first 
phase of General Clark's battle for 
Rome is being waged, is 17 miles 
north of Naples and 106 airline 
miles southeast of the Italian capi- 
tal. It was taken in a 10-mile ad- 
vance along the Via Casalina, one 
of the two main roads from Naples 
to Rome. The other is the Appian 
way, 
nearer the coast. 


On the right, where the British 


Eighth Army was fighting another 
battle on the approaches to the side 
door to the Italian capital, Gen. 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery's forces 
beat 
back more fierce German 


counterattacks, took the offensive 
and occupied an important high 
area above Termoli along the Adri- 
atic. 


6 Nazi Divisions 


Six German divisions were now 


fighting along the Italian front in 
fierce action. 


The Germans threw tanks, in- 


cluding 60-ton Tigers, and infantry 
into their stabs at Montgomery's 
flanking force which held an area 
approximately 130 miles east and 
slightly north of Rome and threat- 
ened Pescara, the coastal terminus 
of a broad highway across the 
Apennines to the capital city on the 
banks of the Tiber. 


Disclosing that Canadians are in 


action with the Eighth Army in 
this sector, a front-line dispatch to 
the Canadian press said the Domin- 
ion soldiers had mounted solid posi- 
tions dominating a strategic valley 
in the face of steady fire from Ger- 
man artillery and mortar batteries.

had 
encountered 
since 


starting their northward push on 
October 1. 


Force Boche Back

forces maintained steady pressure 
against the Germans and continued 
to force them back.
